The resolution recently adopted by the city council raising the pay of 
policemen and attempting to insure the best service by directing the re­ 
moval of all men who for any reason are not competent, brings to issue 
a serious problem in municipal government. 
W hat shall we do with our old policemen? 


Shall we pension them? W e cannot legally do so. It is hard to let 


rn cid servant go, and the chief of police is consequently embarrassed. Of 


c ourrc it is true that the old policeman is no more entitled to a pension 


9 or gratuity of any sort than is the old hod carrier; if he didn’t save enough 
to live on, that is his fault. But, you sayf his salary was too small. And 


again, if he could earn more, he didn’t have to remain a policeman. 
A 
j man usually gets about what he can earn, and not much more. The con- 


I 
tractor would laugh at you were you to tell him he must pension his old 
plasterers. In private life, it is a qui stion of the delivery of the goods, 
and a man is presumed during his earning period to lay up against the 
time when his capacity for service is gone. 


Nevertheless, the commercial idea is a hard one. If there is any way 


to place it on the ground of faithful service long performed, The 
T ri­ 


bune would delight to see our retiring policemen taken care of in com­ 
fort. If they are sufficiently vigorous to be of use, a less exacting position 


should be found for them. No matter how long an incompetent or un­ 
desirable officer may have been on the force, he is NOT entitled to a pen­ 


sion because he is released, his good fortune only having prevented his 
discharge at an earlier date. But we have some GOOD, OLD policemen. 
Of one thing the city council is certain—that it is wrong to cripple 


the police force with old men as a matter of sentiment. W e can sym­ 
pathize fully with Chief Byrne in his disposition to protect men 
who 
have been in his employ for years; that is humanity, but it isn’t business. 


jThe council plans to see to it that we have a fully effective police force. 
We hope, also, that steps will be taken to protect and give suitable em­ 
ployment to any of our veterans who have so deported themselves as to 
be entitled to the respect and support of the community.

place, the 2-inch clipping purporting to represent a folio was not 
taken 
from the solid body of the type, and therefore was stretched one 8-em 
: lug in length; it was also leaded, while reference to the files will show 
that Mr. Gelatt has always set lengthy proceedings and 
notices 
solid, 
saving thereby at least 10 per cent of the space he now represents must 
he used per folio; it was set in brevier on an 8-point slug, while 
Mr. 
Gelatt has always used minion or nonpareil on six or seven point slugs. 
Mi Gelatt -would not ordinarily consume more than one and 
one 
half 
inches of space per folio per publication. 


Next, the figures as to cost are important. More than half the material 
published is council proceedings, and under Mr. Gclatt's bid would go at 
the high rate of 60 cents per folio or, he says, 30 cents per inch. One third 
of the notices are one timers, and two thirds repeaters. Estimated on that 
basis, dividing the printing into six parts, we have three of these parts at 
30 cents an inch, one part at 25 cents an inch and two parts at 15 cents 
an inch—a total of 145. Dividing by 6, the number of parts, we find that 
Mr Gclatt’s bid would bring him 24 cents per inch for 
all 
this 
vast 
amount of printing. But his estimate is on the basis that a folio occupies 
two inches: as a folio actually occupies but one and one half inches, 24
